We, the Board of Superintendence of the Dublin Hospitals have 

the honour to submit our Twentieth Annual Report and Statistical 
Returns for year ended 31st March, 1878. 

. the above period we have inspected the several hospitals 

m this city which receive Parliamentary grants. These are 

1. Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : 



a. Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

b. Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’s Hospital. 

4. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary 

5. Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital; and 

9. Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of the 

Concordatum Fund. 



While making these inspections, and on other occasions we 
have conferred with the Medical Officers respecting the general 
administration of each institution. The several departments 
were carefully examined to ascertain if they were in good order, 
and if the necessary attention had been bestowed on the patients’ 
and due provision made for their comforts. 

We desire to acknowledge the good will with which we have 
been met by the Governing Bodies and Officials, who have 
facilitated the fullest and most complete investigation when 
deemed necessary.

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During tlie past year 10,707 patients were admitted into the 
wards of these hospitals, exclusive of 821 who remained therein 
on 1st April, 1877, making a total of 11,551 treated as intern 
patients. 

Of this number 10,410 left the wards cured, or relieved, or were 
dismissed for other causes, whilst 501 (lied, giving a mortality 
of 4 ; S per cent, on those treated to a termination. 

92G patients remained on the night of the 31st March of the 
present year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 707’29. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 4T66 days. 

The present epidemic of Small-pox severely taxed the resources 
of several of these institutions, more especially the Hardwick e 
and Cork-street Fever Hospitals, in both of which large numbers 
of patients have been treated. 

The Governing Bodies have acted judiciously towards staying 
the progress of the disease by facilitating the immediate admission 
of patients to special epidemic wards ; and in some instances 
their arrangements for the removal of convalescents to suitable 
wards, have increased the available accommodation for patients 
who arrive in an acute stage. 

We consider it our duty again to advert to the want of proper 
provision in most of these hospitals for the reception and treat- 
ment of patients labouring under Delirium Tremens. The em- 
ployment of extra attendants to constantly look after these cases, 
entails considerable expense, and admitting any kind of delirious 
patients to general wards may so disturb others as to seriously 
interfere with their recovery. 

If funds are not available to carry out arrangements, for the 
isolation of such patients, ;is suggested in our last report, we are 
of opinion that these cases might be sent to the Workhouse or 
the Lunatic Asylum during the continuance of the delirium. 

We find that the police frequently convey to hospital a wretched 
and degraded class of drunkards, who, on recovery from the im- 
mediate stuppr of alcohol, become very noisy and are occasionally 
not amenable to discipline. Other cases of this description receive 
some temporary treatment in the extern department of the 
hospital, and are then taken away by the police. While we are- 
aware .of the danger of confining these cases in cold cells at a 
police station without proper medical supervision, we believe that 
the admission of them as intern patients in large numbers would 
be to divert these institutions from their legitimate uses. 

Though scarcely coming within the province of our report, we 
venture to suggest that your Grace may be pleased to consider 
the advisability of providing for the proper treatment of such 
cases after they are removed from the hospitals.

. ®. n inspection we found the wards and other portions of this 
institution m a satisfactory condition. So far as we could judge 
the hospital arrangements and duties are now conducted with 
regularity and punctuality, and in conformity to regulation. We 
believe that due order, quiet and discipline are maintained 
amongst the patients. 

Seven hundred and fifty-two patients were treated in the 
hospital during the year; fourteen patients died, giving a mortality 
of 2 per cent, on the total number, 701 treated to a termination - 
ol patients remained on 31st March, 1878. 

The time spentin hospital by each patient averaged 28'28 days ; 
and the average number of beds occupied was 58-27. 



Steevens’s Hospital. 

During the past year 2,25,9 patients were admitted into the 
wards of this institution, exclusive of 150 who remained therein 
on 1st April, 18/7, making a total of 2,415, treated; of this number 
2,256 were discharged, cured, or relieved; forty died during the 
year, giving a mortality of 177 per cent, on the total number 
treated to a termination. The average daily number of beds 
occupied throughout the year was 14<0'01, and the time spent in 
hospital by each patient averaged 2116 days. 

With regard to several of the surgical wards we observed that 
the bath-rooms are at a very inconvenient distance in the oppo- 
site wing of the building- 

If funds are not available to remedy this defect we suggest 
the use of a “moveable bath 51 mounted on castors, which can be 
filled and brought, to the bedside for the use of patients who 
may be- unable safely to leave their wards.* 

We strongly recommend that the woollen clothing of small-pox 
rind fever patients he disinfected in a suitable chamber, and 
afterwards folded up with the name of the owner attached, and 
placed in a well-ventilated apartment, or in a shed through which 
a constant current of air is passing. Clothes heaped up on a 
shelf, as we found in a passage leading from the epidemic wards, 
are soon likely to become a hot-bed of infection. 

The water-closets on the new upper story are fairly situated, 
and said to be unobjectionable, being so arranged that the mere act 
of opening the door causes the pan to he. flushed independently 
of the act of the patient. Those belonging to No. 3, 4, 5, and 
6 wards, however, are on the inner side of the hospital walls, and 
as they open directly into the wards, are likely to he dangerous to 
the patients.

This institution appears to be satisfactorily conducted, and the 
sick are well cared for. The defects of the water-closets, which 
we adverted to in our last Report, will, we expect, be soon remedied. 
The Governors have deemed it advisable to admit with certain re- 
strictions visitors to patients in the epidemic wards. We entirely 
concur with their views on this subject, and are of opinion that if 
an attempt were made to prevent the visits of parents or immed- 
iate relatives of Small-pox or Fever patients to the wards, those 
attacked by disease would not go to hospital. The result would 
be an increased danger to the public, for contagion would extend 
more rapidly from the crowded rooms of the poor to their neigh- 
bours than from the sick in well-ventilated hospital wards to 
those who pay them short visits. Visiting days and hours should 
be arranged in all the hospitals, so as to give as little disturbance 
to the patients as possible, and measures be taken to lessen the 
risks of infection. 

One thousand four hundred and thirteen patients were treated 
in the hospital during the past year ; the average daily number 
of beds occupied was 9S(>6, and the time spent in hospital by 
each patient averaged 2549 days. Seventy-two patients died 
during the year, giving a mortality of 5'50 per cent, on the 
number whose treatment was completed, viz. : those that were 
discharged and those that died. 

Fifteen cases of Small-pox were treated during the year, of 
which two died. 



Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

The wards and other portions of this hospital that are appro- 
priated to patients were in a satisfactory condition. The kitchen 
arrangements, accommodation, and utensils appeared good and 
sufficient, and the distribution of the diets are conducted according 
to our suggestions. 

We are glad to be assured that the nurses wear dresses that 
can be, and are, frequently washed. 

This institution presents great opportunities for the practical 
study of epidemic diseases, and it is to be regretted that such a 
vast amount of valuable materials for clinical instruction of 
medical students should be unused. We are of opinion that the 
patients would also be benefited by the attendance of students. 

The arrangement by which convalescent wards are provided in 
the eastern wing for patients recovering from small-pox appears 
judicious, as the control over such patients is more likely to be 
maintained, and the foci of contagion are more limited than if 
the convalescents were transferred to another institution. 

The laundry department is fairly commodious, and sufficiently 
removed from that part of the hospital occupied by the sick, so 
as to obviate the ill effects of the foul fumes generated there.

hospital diets and extras; and that the returns and vouchers 
n connexion with their expenditure appeared to be accurately kept.

Richmond Hospitai., 

After much inquiry and consideration we find the service of 
t le hospital is earned out as well as present arrangements will 
admit, but we are of opinion that the general efficiency is 
interfered with by the faulty construction of the building and the 
insanitary condition of its vicinity. 6 

With the exception of the new pavilion wing, consisting of two 
well-ventilated wards, no part of the building was designed for 
the purposes to which it is devoted. The corridors are narrow 
dark and imperfectly ventilated; and of the wards in the old 
building, the most favourable report we can make is, that the 
best endeavours have been made to render them suitable. 

We rind the position of the water-closets most objectionable, 
lhe pupils closet opens directly on a corridor and on the Eye 
Department, and immediately over it is the closet for the 
patients upon the second landing. This closet opens almost 
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directly upon the wide staircase, through which much of the air 
for the upper wards passes. The smell from all these centres is at- 
tunes most offensive, and we are told that two of the surgeons 
have suffered from illness which they attribute entirely to 
having been obliged to do some work in the eye department. 
We were informed that several of the patients, two of the 
nurses, and three of the resident pupils suffered from fever, of 
which one nurse died. There is no reception-room for extern 
patients, except the central hall, where large numbers are allowed 
to collect, contaminating the air, which afterwards is carried 
along the corridors into the wards. 

The extensive daily yards, with collections of filth and reeking 
manure heaps in close proximity to the hospital walls, must 
deteriorate the atmosphere, and the wonder is that disease due to 
such conditions is not more rife among the inmates. 

We observed, also, that the .dead-house in which autopsies are 
made is placed directly under the seats of the operating theatre. 
It is obvious that this is a most unsatisfactory arrangement, and 
that the success of surgical operations is gravely imperilled by 
being performed in an atmosphere subject to such contamination. 

In neither the Richmond nor the Whitworth Hospitals did we 
perceive any baths adapted for the more common methods of 
medication ; and these might with advantage gradually be added 
to the establishment. 

As the Yartry water has been laid on we believe the engine 
formerly used for pumping water to the top of the building, and 
working a wringing and mangling machine, might be dispensed 
with, particularly as it is now very old. The engine man might be 
employed in looking after the baths, gas, &c. Economy would 
also be effected by the use of washing machines. 

It is stated that funds were voted by Parliament some years 
ago for .ike reconstruction of the Richmond Hospital, and we 
concur in the recommendations that have been made in that 
respect. If this is not possible we recommend that the water- 
closets be removed from the centre of the building, and that the 
one adjoining No. 6 ward be properly ventilated ■ 

That a commodious reception room be provided for extern 
patients ; and 

That the post mortem and pathological buildings be separated, 
and in fact isolated from the hospital, and that means be adopted 
for the speedy abolition of nuisances in the locality. 

Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

We carefully examined the wards and other parts of the hospital, 
and found, them in a state of thorough repair and that every 
provision, is made for the comforts of the patients. Cleanliness 
and . ventilation were attended to, but we consider it would he 
an improvement if the gas jets had funnels fitted over each, 
communicating with a shaft or flue by which the heated and 
vitiated air from the ward would be carried off. 
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Am-iIT877 flV 1 % 1 tfi 0Ur "T ,^“ ained “ Hospital on the 1st 
Apul, 18/7 , 1,826 were admitted ; 1,312 discharged: 11 died in 
the year ended 31st March, 1878, and 28 then remained. 

I' wenty- five . patients affected with chronic diseases remained 
on the 1st April, 18/7; 404 were admitted, 389 were discharged ; 
16 diedm the y ear ended Slat March, 1878, and 2* then remained! 

Two hundred and fifteen of the labour cases were discharged 
not being theu m labour. b * 

The mortality of the labour oases, deducting the 215 that were 
not in labour, was 099 per cent.; that of the chronic class 3‘9« 
percent. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 28-63 ; by chronic cases 23*11. 

The time spent in hospital by labour patients was 7*74 days • 
by the chronic class IS *66 days. J * 



COOMBE I/XING-IN HOSPITAL. 

This hospital was in thorough repair, the wards and corridors 
clean and well-ventilated. 

The wants and comforts of the patients were properlv and 
carefully considered. 1 

We were informed that in the event of a patient being attacked 
by puerperal fever the most energetic means are adopted to 
prevent the spread of contagion. 

Isolation of the patient and subsequent disinfection of the 
bedding is attended to. We regard the above steps as most 
judicious, particularly the purification of the blankets, as woollen 
fabrics harbour infection tenaciously and for a lengthened period. 

A P ri1 ' 1877 > there were 4 patients in the labour 
wards; 596 were admitted during the year; of these 552 were 
discharged after delivery ; 37 were discharged not being in labour- 
6 died, being at the rate of 1-08 per cent. ; 5 remained in the 
hospital at the close of year. 

In the chronic wards 6 patients affected with diseases peculiar 
to women were present at the commencement of the year • 74 
were admitted, and 1 died. The mortality of the chronic wards 
was 1 59 per cent. The average number of beds occupied by 
chronic patients was 10 21, and of labour cases 1V60, and the 
stay of latter in hospital averaged 7 06 days, while the former 
averaged 46-58 days. 

Hospital for Incurables. 

This institution continues to he conducted with efficiency and 
economy, and with much attention to the comforts of the patients. 
We are happy to report that a new wing has recently been built 
which will accommodate 58 patients. The laundry department 
has been remodelled, and the entire house refitted and painted. 

The ceiling of the ward for consumptive patients has been 
raised six feet, an alteration much needed. 
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One hundred and forty-four patients remained in hospital on 
the 1st April, 1877; 38 were admitted; 4 discharged; 26 died 
during the year, and 147 remained on 31st April, 1878.’ 

The mortality was 8667 on the total number treated to a 
termination. 

The average time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
27!) '77 days. 6 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 13567. 



St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital. 

On inspection the wards presented an aspect of cheerfulness 
and comfort, the bedding appeared new and the linen clean. 

The Governors report that during the past year 548 patients 
namely, 369 males and 178 females, were admitted to the wards’ 
exclusive of 22 who remained therein on 1st April, 1877, makiim 
a total of 570 treated as intern patients. 

Of this number 541 were during the year discharged, cured 
or relieved, and 29 remained on the night of 31st March of the 
present year. 

The increase in the number of patients so admitted amounted 
to 20 over that recorded for the previous year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
j r ear was 26, and the time each patient remained m hospital 
averaged 17 days.
